The staff of Whotham College is being 
very mnch improved. Miss Mcintosh will 
teach elocution; Miss Dafoe, drawing, and 
several othor important changes aro about 
to take place. 

Liouis Hole, a passenger arriving by the 
KmpreBS of China, and representing Wills' 
tobacco home, Bristol, England, died on 
Saturday, and was buried yesterday. 

A local paper continues to urge an inves- 
tigation iuto tho peculiar circumstances 
surrounding the doath of Mrs. Melvin. 

Tho Haytien Republic has brought in a 
quantity of (lour for tho steamer Empress. 

Tha steamer Naguaaki has returned from 
an expedition to catch gulf whales. She 
flame in for supplies. Sho left on August 
20th, and shot three whales, nil of which 
she lost, but it is expeoted will die. A 
onmp has been located at Blubber Bay, Tex- 
ada Island, and the company aro confident 
the enterprise will bo a financial success. 
Two men were put ashoro at Gulf Poiut, 
for insubordination, and camo to tho city a 
few days ago by tlio Etta White. 

m:ST.HIX3TUIt. 

New Westminster, Sept. 12. — Capt. 
Pittendrigh returned, to-day, from Yale, 
where ho held an inquest on the body 
found on Saturday. Thcro was a great gush 
in the head and tho body was stripped of 
clothes, except boots. Tlio body is believed 
to be that of u man who stole a boat at 
K.amloops a month ago, and when last seen 
had entered the Eraser on his trip to death 
through tho canyons. 

Oota, tho man charged with brutally as- 
saulting his wife, haa been remanded. Ilia 
wife is still in a precarious condition, but 
will recover. 

Emdlay Mcltue, for two years book- 
keeper in the Queen's hotel here, committed 
suicide on Saturday night by jumping from 
a boat in midstream. Ho Iff l a letter stat- 
ing his intention of jumping from a row 
boat in tho middlo of the river and trying 
to swim ashoro, but did not expect to ac- 
complish the feat. In case of death, he 
directed how his personal effects woro to bo 
• lioposed of. Tho body was recovered and 
buried, this afternoon. McRue had been in 
a despondent mood for sonio time. Ho was 
Reove of Gleuelg and Warden of Grey 
county, Ontario, for some yaara, and lost his 
fortune in Manitoba speculations. Ho 
^leaves a wifo and five children in Ontario. 

Rev. E. Robson is lecturing in the dis- 
trict on behalf of tho St. John's sufferers, 
and had just finished, Saturday night, at 
Cloverdale, nnd the collection was announc- 
ed, when a fire broke out in J. Talgbraith's 
store, near tho door. Tho audience rushed 
out without waiting for the collection, 
which did not materialize. Tho store was 
burned to tho ground; loss, S'2,000. 

Tho Coquitlam municipality voted $10,000 
on Saturday for new roads. 

Major-General Herbert has released tho 
Westminster artillery from inspection dur- 
ing his present visit. 

Tho French man-of-war at Eiquinialt will 
.be invited horo for tho exhibition. 

Judgo McCreight sentencod Geo. McLean, 
a half breed, to nine months in j til for stab- 
bing an Indian woman named Emma some 
weeks ago. 

A mmi named Hosto has mysteriously 
disappeared from tho Cosmopolitan Hotel, 
lie had paid a wcek"a board in advance, got 
his supper and went out. He has not been 
acea sinco, ami suspicions of foul play havo 
be>fn aroused. 

The parish church of the Holy Trinity ia 
to bo made the Cathedral Church of tho 
Westminster, diocese. An agreement hue 
been drawn up which will be sottled by the 
voatry vote at an early date. 

NANAIMO. 

Nahaiuo, Sept. 12.— Mahrcr, Wolf k Co. 
are enlarging their premises and for their 
largo consignment of liquors they havo leased 
the stone warehouse of Hirst Bros. 

At tho Council meeting this evening a 
special committee wua appointed by the 
Council to make a thorough enquiry into 
tho operations and financial standing of the 
electric works. Tho price now usked is 
$40,000. 

SuspectB Couth and Loyd were roleased 
ycaterduy. They appear to bo in good 
health. It ia not yet known whether they 
will take legal proceedings against tho city 
or not. 

A largo crowd availed themselves of the 
excursion to Cowichan Gap yeaterday. A 
pleasant trip was had and all enjoyed them- 
selves immensely, 

A largo party asconded Mount Bonaon on 
Saturday and had a splendid view of tho 
surrounding country. The work on the 
road is being prosecuted, and soon peoplo 
will be able to drive within easy walking 
distanco of tho summit.

All for One Dollar. 

VT. Vernon, T. Gadsby and Louisa Saun- 
ters were up before Magistrate Macrae yes- 
terday morning on a chargo of having 
robbed James Carter of $1. The story told 
by Carter was, that he was going down the 
street at about 10 o'clock on Sunday morn- 
ing, when ho was accosted by Vernon and 
Gadsby, who accused him of having re- 
ceived the sum of SI from Louisa Saunders 
for the purpose of buying tho drinks, in- 
stead of which, they claimed, ho had ap- 



propriated tho amount to his o»n use. 
This Carter denied iu toto, but tho men be- 
gan to handle him roughly, and to escape 
further punishment Carter gave up a dollar. 
When arrested by Sergt. Levin and Officer 
Smith, the two men made no denial of hav- 
ing taken tho money from Carter, in fact, 
Gxlsby had on him, among other money, u 
dollar which ho acknowledged to be the 
ono taken from Carter. This was broufiht 
out iu tho examination yesterday. Tho 
two men wero committed for trial, the 
Court remarking that it was for a higher 
court to say whethor a man might bu held 
up and robbed on tho streets of Victoria in 
broad daylight. Tho woman was discharged. 
Sergt. Lovin has tho dollar, which will ho 
used in evidence when tho caso comos up 
for trial. 



StrucW on tlio nrml. 

A Chinaman with a broken head and a 
general air of having just escaped from a 
railway accident, wandered into tlio police 
court, yeaterday, and in broken English 
asked why boiiio ono was not arrested. Ho 
did not seem to caro who tho party was, so 
long us au arrest was mado. It appears 
that, he was walking along the street on 
Sunday evening when sottio one struck him 
with a stono. From this point tho story 
varies. Tho Chinaman claimB that two 
young men in a buggy struck him with a 
rock, and on seeing how badly ho was hurt, 
jumped out of their rig and ran off. Ho 
was helped into tho buggy by two passers 
by, after which he drove to tho polico 
station and told li ia story. Tho two young 
men whose names aro King and Ellis, say 
that tho buggy was tied up by tho roadside, 
and that somo person unknown to them 
throw tho stone. They came out of an 
alley just in time to see tho Chinaman 
drive off. 

IF CHOLERA COMES. 



Preparations That are Beiutr, Made 
iu Case Thero Should Bo au 
Outbreak Hero. 

Special Instructions Received by Dr. 
Macuaug-litou .Jones- Pro viucial 
Government Utiles. 



There is an old saying that "forewarned is 
forearmed." It haa a singular significance 
just now. Cholera, that most dreaded of 
all infectious diseases, not oxcopting yellow 
fever or smallpox, is practically epidemic in 
Europe, and now threatens to invade the 
American Continent, either by way of New 
York or by the St. Lawrenco River routed. 

Other roada too aro open. Thero may bo 
and if reports from Japan aro to bo relied 
upon, thero will likely bu on outbreak of the 
disease there. Tho Tokyo caso reported 
by the Empress of Japan may, by tho time 
the next steamer cornea here, havo increased 
with that wonderful rapidity which has 
marked the onward march of tho fell de- 
stroyer. Other Japanese ports may become 
infected and cholera is as likely in that case 
to be brought to San Francisco or Victoria 
as to any other place. 

And now comes the query, "What are you 
going to do about it ?" 

Thero are four interested parties — first, 
tho Dominion Government ; second, the 
Provincial Government ; third, the City 
Council; and last, but not by any means 
lcaat, tha residents of tho city, tho individ- 
uals who, in case of an outbreak, would be 
in personal danger. 

That tho Dominion Government is 
thoroughly alive to tho necessities of tho 
situation, so far as tho Eastern porta are 
concerned, there is every reason to believe, 
judging by what is reported in tho tele- 
graphic dispatches daily received from Mon- 
treal, Ottawa and Quebec ■ According to 
the regulations, they apply in exactly tho 
same way to the Albert Head Quarantine 
Stution aa to tho Grosso Isle station, and 
the Dominion Government officer here, Dr. 
Macnaughton Jones, has received instruc- 
tions to enforce them to tho letter. But 
tho Albert Head Station is not in the best 
shape for use in case of necessitj. Its re- 
quirements havo been represented to the 
Dominion Govcrnmont time aud time again, 
and whilo better equipped now than at any 
timo heretofore, many things arc 
needed to put it in first-class shape. 
The instructions Dr. Jones haa received aro 
that all vessels from foreign ports are to be 
inspected. The^captains of all trading ships 
and the captains and surgeons of ail passen- 
ger lines aro required to mako affidavit that 
thero is no case of cholera in the ports from 
which they come. Should they bo unable 
to make this declaration, the ships aro to bo 
ordered at once into quarantine, and the 
Department at Ottawa askod for in- 
structions aa to further procedure. 

The regulations issued by the Provincial 
Government on Saturday, in an extra of tho 
B.C. Gazette, show that the Premier and 
Ilia colleagues arc wide awake and prepared 
to deal with any emergency that may arise. 
Tho Goverment took hold of tho smallpox 
outbreak, acting with an energy and a vigor 
which had almost immediato effect, and 
at once restored public confidence at a time 
when alarm was geneiul. There 
is every reason to believo— in fact 
it may bo taken as an assur- 
ed fact — that should, unfortunately, 
the cholera visit Victoria or the province, 
tho Government will again come to the res- 
cue, if necessary, and seo that tho public 
health is preserved, and that every precau- 
tion is tukon for its safety. 

Third, tho local authorities, and, as a 
matter of fact, the importance of tho work 
to be done by tho City Council, which is the 
City Board of Health, cannot bo too well 
uuderstood. When Mayor Beavcn was ask- 
ed, yesterday, by a Colonist reporter, what 
had been done by the city authorities, he 
said : 

"Of courso I am not the Board of Health 
or the City Council either, but so far as I 
can I am doing my best to havo the city 
put in good shape, so that, should cholera 
visit us, wo will bo prepared to handle it. 
I have, day after duy, for tho past 
three weoks, J might say, urged 
upon tho sanitary officer to seo that every 
placo in tho city is cleaned up, but then, 
you know, thero ia a great responsibility 
resting on tho owners of property, whoso 
duty it is to see that all premises aro kept 
clean. I am not tho sanitary officer myself, 
but I am doing all I can to urge upon the 
regularly appointed official the necessity of 
doing his work well. This morning I met 
representatives of tho Six Companies, 
and havo their assurance that China- 
town will be well disinfected. There 
ia no use making any scuro about the 
cholera. Too much fuss was made about 
the smallpox, unnecessary fuss, too, which 
injured business for, you might say, almost 
the entire yrar. There is timo enough to 
mako a scare about the cholera when it 
breaks out here, if it should unfortunately 
come, but if tho Dominion authorities will 
only do their duty there need bo no cholera. " 

Nothing need bo said for individual guid- 
ance than to urgo upon everyone to read the 
regulations, study thorn, and act in accord- 
ance with them. This done, half tho battle 
will bo won in caso of a visitation.

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BUOHIAK IS NO MORE. 



Tht Veteran Cliiof of the Songheoa 
Trifce Passes to RIs Foro- 
fathers. 



Bcloctca to Rule by Sir James Doug- 
las, Ho Proved Himself a 
Capable leader. 

' Scomiak, Cbiof of the Soriehees, or as the 
white men knew him, Mr. James Scomiak, 
is dead. ''Ovor on the reserve" flags aro 
flying half-mast, the canoes aro drawn up 
on tho muddy beach, and tho tribesmen of 
the dead, with their sympathizing friends 
of tho Cowichans, Saanioha and Beeohy 
Bays, aro telling the history of tho departed j 
and speculating upon who is to succeed hin 
as tho ruler of tho handful of man, women 
and children remaining to claim tho nam< 
of Songhees. 

The death of tho Chief again diiects at 
tontion to tho little kingdom over which ho 
reigned for more than a quarter of a cen 
tury, and from which ho declared, icsa than 
a year ago, ho would never bo carried alive. 
That was when tho Council, taking up a 
subject that has long been incomprehensible 
to visitors and a source of continual annoy- 
ance to Victorians, declared that the reserve 
— the homo of the Songhees — could no long- 
er remain us almost tho ccntro of a busy 
city — the capital of the fairest province of 
the Dominion. Tho people were with the 
Mayor and aldermen; they were unanimous 
in agreeing that tho presenco of an Indian 
rancherie in tho central part of the city was 
a disgrace to Victoria, ami they assured the 
oounail of thoir Bupport for any scheme to 
get rid of the Indians and bring the objec- 
tionable "reserve" within tho boundaries of 
fcao corporation. 

The legislature of the province did what 
it could toward facilitating tho occupation 
of the reserve by the city, after making sure 
that a now and suitable home would bo 
found for the Songhees, and then camo tho 
hard part of the negotiations for tho muni- 
cipal diplomats— gaining tho consent of the 
Indium to tho now arrangement. 

The Songhees were told that the city was 
growing, and the Indiana could not always 
havo their acres of valuablo land, unim- 
proved and unbuilt upon, in its very heart. 
They were told that Sea'oird, or some other 
of the neighboring islands, would mako a 
far hotter and fur nicer homo for tho Siwash, 
where tho smell of tho salmon and the camp 
fire would not offend sensitive city nostrils, 
and the clang of tho railway train and elec- 
tric car would not disturb the Indian's slum- 
bers. They wero told that laws could he 
passed to compel them to accept a now 
home, and they were advised to let another 
reserve be provided for them by tlioso whoso 
energy had made their Victoria home valu- 
able, much money being on hand to influenco 
them in severing the ties binding them to 
the fl its and the up and down, one-sided 
street running between the harbor and the 
oollection of rambling frame buildings form- 
ing tho houses of tho village. 

But tho old chief refused to sco the ques- 
tion in the light tho city people wanted him 
to, and the tribesmen stood by their ruler. 
They wanted no better home, they suid — it 
was near the water and near tho city. It 
was their's, Becured to them by law, and if 
tho white people had built a big city by it, 
and built brick blocks, and railways, und 
bridges, and electric curs, it was because 
the white peoplo, not tho Indian, wanted 
these things. 

"If wo agree to move and tako your 
money," asked the chief, "hovv^do wo know 
that it will do any good 1 Our peoplo might 
spend the money, and other white men 
might oome where wo aro and build another 
city, so that when it grows and grows they 
will want us to move again. No, wo will 
stay here till wo go out like tho candlo." 

That wus Chief Scomiuk's decision, and 
like the laws of tho Medea and Persians it 
wus not to be altered or repealed. What 
the tribe under a now ruler may do remains 
to be Been; the bid chief, full of years, hon- 
ors and this world's goods, died at bis cabin, 
on Sunday morning, ufter a somewhat pro- 
longed battle with dread consumption. 

Until after tho funeral the Songhees will 
talk but littlo to tho white peoplo concern- 
ing the dead. His tribe numbers not more 
than 30 families, but tho smallnesa of his 
kingdom detracted nothing from tho impor- 
tance of its head. Scomiak has wielded 
well tho sceptro of his limited monarchy for 
Sj or 40 years; ho baa listened to tho voice 
of his council; bo has encouraged industry, 
morality and temperance, and discouraged 
too much intercourse with the whites, which 
often means drunken and brutal Indiana coin- 
in" homo iu tho early hours of tho morning. 
He has, too, proved himself a good financier, 
having plenty of money in thu bank to pay 
for presents for all his friends, and to pro- 
viso for hia widow for the remaining years 
of her life. 

Scomiak succeeded Frazier in tho chief- 
tainship, not by right of descent, but by ap- 
pointment of Sir James Douglas, then Gov- 
ernor of tho colony, who recognized in tho 
young Indian the qualities of honesty, eo- 
briety and self-reliance— good constituents 
of any charucter. Who will come after 
Scomiak will not be known till a meeting of 
tho tribe is held— probably this evening. 

Beforo hia death, tho late chief named 
Joseph, one of hia dearest friends, custodian 
of his blankets, and, early this morning, 
150 pairs will be distributed among the 
assembled Songhees, Cowichana, Beeohy 
Bays and Saamchs. Three thousand more 
blankets and a considerable sum of money arc 
reserved for presentation onu year hence, on 
September 12, 18!):!. 

The funeral of Scomiak will take place 
this morning, at 8 o'clock, from his home, 
near the railway bridge, and one hour later 
from St. Andrew's Roman Catholic cathe- 
dral, whero Rt. Rev. Bishop Lommens will 
•clebrate requiem mass. Frienda are invited 
to attend.

HAYOlt HEAVEN'S COURSE. 

To the Editor: — There aro times when a 
man's usefulness in public lifu anil publio 
interests are endod. Such a period in tho 
life of our present Muyor and ex-Premier 
has arrived, as has been only too plainly 
shown by hia utter inability to perform his 
duties ua Chief .Magistrate of this city in a 
manner Sitisfactory to and in tho best in- 
terest! of the citizens of Victoria. It is to 
be regretted that iu hia official capacity, 
aud at a time when this city was in trouble, 
he should not havo raised himself ubovo 
political animosity and devoted his time 
and attentions to business matters of the 
city, for which ho ia well paid. Had ho 
done so (after finding that the municip 
authorities, of which he is the head, were 
incapable of coping with the matter) and for 
the time buried all political feelings uud 
joined hands with the provincial authorities, 
this city would undoubtedly have been saved 
many thousand dollura in the recent amall 
pox trouble. And in all probability the 
absurd quarantine restriction placed on 
Victoria by tho neighboring state would 
never have been enforced, causing, ua it did, 
tho merchants of our city un incalculable 
amount of Iobs in business. But, instead of 
devoting his time and attention to -devising 
ways and means for meeting the expenses 
of the epidemic and stamping it out, wc find 
him using his position as Muyor to opin a 
political combat with the Premier, who, 
fortunately, for tho city of Victoria, when 
in its time of need, camo boldy and manfully 
forward to its assistance. Iu this instance 
alone, Mr. Beaveu h.ia shown himself to 
havo reached that period, when, as u poli- 
tician and repreaentativo of this city, his 
days of usefulness are over, and should now 
content himself with tho honor that has 
now been dono him in tho past and retire 
from public life. 

What better proof could one ask for, that 
ho ia uaing hia present position aa Mayor to 
further his political euds, and that to the 
city's detriment, thun his uctiou at the 
Council meeting on Friday evening last, 
when he refused to allow the resolution in- 
troduced by Alderman Humber, " asking 
that a committee be appointed to confer 
with the provinciul government with a view 
of providing ways und means in case of un 
invasion of cholera or any other epidemic, 
and to provide for. tho payment of smallpox 
bills" to go before the Hoard for their con- 
sideration, but forced on them a resolution 
prepared by himself ? It would seem that 
Mayor Beaven arrogates to himself supreme 
authority, und constitutes himself Mayor and 
Board of Aldermen. Is it, then, to be 
wondered at that the Aldermen left their 
aeata in disgust? Tho resolution intro- 
duced by Aldtrman Humber was such as 
should havo received due consideration in 
the Council, and, instead of refusing to put 
the resolution, the Mayor should have 
given it his hearty approval. 

Who repreaeuta tho ratepayers at the 
Board ? Are not the nine Aldermen the 
parties whom tho peoplo look to and hold 
responsible for tho management of the city's 
business, und not the Muyor, who is placed 
there us presiding olficer, and not to arbi- 
trarily dictate to the Aldermen whut r»»o. 
lutlons they shall consider and what they 
shall not? I have watched the proceedings 
of the present Council, and must confess I 
do not envy tho Beat of any member at that 
Hoard. 

In politics, I havo supported Mr. Heaven, 
but I believe in giving credit where credit 
ia due, and I honestly think the citizens of 
Victoria are indebted to our preeeut Pre- 
mier and members of hia Government for 
timely assistance and prompt action in the 
recent smallpox epidemic, and, notwith- 
standing the cry raised by Mayor Beaven, 
that the Premier is anxious for the sheriff 
to levy on the property of the city, I do 
not think Premier Davie would take undue 
advantage of tho situation and levy on the 
city to pay smallpox bills for the purpose of 
gratifying uny political feeling be may have 
towards tho present Mayor.

PROVINCIAL RIGHTS. 

It is no wonder that Englishmen some- 
times form very erroncon notions as lo the 
Constitution of this Dominion and tho 
state of Canadian public opinion, when 
Canadians, who ought to know all about 
their own country and tho feelings and as- 
pirations of its inhsuiUnts, take a great deal 
of troublo to misinform them. For instance, 
some one calling himself a " Canadian Lib- 
oral" writes as follows to the Liudon Times 
%bout our Provincial Legislatures : 

It is well known am ing Canadians that 
our Provincial Parliaments are no great 
success, and that we ofton wish that wo 
•were well rid of them. Sometimes we in 
Cuiadn, feel so tired of tho endless talk and 
turmoil and robbery of what is called re- 
presentative government, that we should 
be glad to have all theso Parliaments shut 
up for five or six years, and take a rest. 
We could do for a while with good strong 
police and magistrates and u short code 
like the Codo Napoleon. 

A more glaring misrepresentation than 
this could not be written. Canadians prize 
their local legislatures very highly. A pro- 
position to govern the provinces from 
Ottawa would be scouted from ono end ol 
the Dominion to the other. Its advocates 
would not get a hearing in any town or dis- 
trict in any of tho provinces. Tho people 
■want to have tho management of their own 
rvfTdira, and they aro indignant when, what 
they consider an cncroichiuont on tho ex- 
clusive jurisdiction of the provinces, is at- 
tempted or threatened by tho Dominion 
Covernment. They are, in fact, becoming 
moro and moro tenacious of provincial 
eights. Indeed, auy serious invusion of 
those rights by the Federal Government 
would endanger tho existenoo of the Con- 
federation. This the public men of Canada 
know woll, and its Government is becoming 
very careful indeed how it exercises oven 
4ho constitutional power of the veto. 

The Local Legislatures, no doubt, wbbIc 
a. good deal of time in unnecessary talk. So 
do deliberative bodieB everywhere. Thomas 
Carlyle and many others havo said somo 
very severe things about the abase of 
specoh-making in tho British Parliament, 
but no one has advocated the abolition cf 
representative government in Croat Britain, 
and tho establishment of a bureaucratic 
despotism, because the representatives of 
the peoplo of Great Britain are too fond of 
talking. 

Notwithstanding the tendency of the 
Provincial Legislatures to extend their de- 
bates to an uareosonable length, they do a 
great deal of business, and they do it well. 
Those legislatures are for tho most psrt 
composed of men who havo to work for 
their living. Somo of them aro not very 
■well educated, but thoy aro shrewd intelli- 
gent and honest. They know what the 
different provinces want, and they do their 
best to givo them tho legislation fitted to 
th<jir needsand their circumstances. We very 
much question, little as "A Canadian Lib- 
eral" thinks of our Lo:al Legislatures, 
•whether there are in any part of tho world 
.ireaa of tho same aizo and in similar cir- 
cumstances, better governed than aro tho 
provinces of thiB Dominion of Canada. 

As for tho "robbory" of which 
the "Liberal" talks about, it may 
be said to ' havo no existence. 
Tho late Premier of Quebec and somo of hie 
oolloagucB uttemptod to divert to their own 



iiso money intended for the public service, 
but they were quickly found out ond 
promptly driven fiorn power in disgrace. 
It in not likely that so bad an example will 
bo soon followed. With this exception, 
thero has been no government Ecaudal in 
any of the provinces of tho Dominion. It 
would bo hard to find more upright und 
more capable men than thoso whom the 
peoplo of tho different provinces entrust 
with tho management of their affairs. And, 
notwithstanding tho grumbling of the dis- 
contented and the fuultfinding of the men 
in opposition, tho peoplo of Canada believe 
that tho affairs of tho different provinces 
are, on tho whole, honestly nnd ably admin- 
istered. They would nlao, wo aro quite 
sure, rather see tho Confederation dissolved 
than give up tho rights guaranteed to the 
different provinces by tho constitution. 

VALUABLE INFORMATION- 

Tho infonnatiou for tho people contained 
in the instructions issued by tho Quebeo 
Board of Health, and published by tho Gov- 
ernment of this provinco, is of very great 
valuo. Tho Mayor and Municipal Council- 
lors of this city will, wo hopo, read the dir- 
ections very carefully and mako an effort to 
carry them out. They soe from them that 
CLEANLINESS is tho first, tho last, und 
the middlo precaution against cholera. 
Cleanliness in tho widest sense of tho term, 
according to tho health authorities of Que- 
bec—and of every other civilized countiy — 
ia the boat, and, indeed, tho only safeguard 
against nn invasion of tho cholera. Wo 
trust that our city authorities will bo im- 
pressed with tho importance which the men 
of Quebec attach to keeping tho residences 
of tho citizens and everything around them 
as clem as thoy can bs made. 
They will, we hope, ohservo that tho Pro- 
vincial Board of Health expects tho govern- 
ments of the municipalities to take tho ini- 
tiative in this business of cleaning up. 
They are not to wait to be prodded by tho 
pressor goaded by intelligent and public 
spirited citizens, but they are to go to work 
of their own accord to enforce the execution 
of tho health laws, Hitherto tho Corpora- 
tion of Victoria us a body lias either been 
blind to tho necessity of having the city 
cleansed or, seeing its duty, it has deliber- 
ately and wilfully neglected to do it. 
Whether tho failure to commence the work 
of cleaning up is tho result of ignorance or 
neglect it is simply inexcusable. Men in 
their position ought to know what to do, 
and they ought not to require any "prod- 
ding" to stimulate them to take tho meas- 
ures necessary to preserve tho public 
health. Tho publication of the regu- 
lations of the Quebeo Board of 
Health is a reminder which they would do 
well lo heed. All tho cities of this Domin- 
ion aro alive to the danger with which every 
town in tho land is threatened; how is it 
that tho Corporation of Victoria remains 
apathetic? Danger threatens the city both 
from the east and tho west. A few duys 
ago wo wero informed that the cholera was 
'j Japan; wo have been told since then 
that it has reached Honolulu. It is coming 
on npace. It is full timo that the Mayor 
and City Council wero paying somo atten- 
tion to tho warnings they aro receiving from 
many quarters. 

TUB BIGGEST C US TO HER. 

Tho Minneapolis Miller has bcon making 
an estimate of the surplus wheat cf the 
United States nnd other wheat-growing 
countries, aud tho requirements of the coun- 
tries that do not grow enough wheat for 
their own consumption. Tho surplus of the 
United States and Canada it sets down at 
170,000,000 bushels. Allowing lhat Canada 
will havo a surplus this year of soy 25,000,- 
000 bushels, this will leave the United 
Stales with U5,000,000 bushels to sell to 
the foreigners. Tho surplus of the whole 
world tho Miller ssts down at 331,000,000 
bushels. 

The requirements of the United Kingdom 
of Gi o it Britain and Ireland are estimated at 
155,000,000 bushels. So Great Britain wants 
a good deal moro wheat than the United 
States has to sell, and she neods moro than 
all the other grain-pur chasing nations of 
the world put together. All require 
329,000,000. Of this, Great Britain neods 
155,000,000 bushels, leaving for the rest of 
the world 174,000,000 bushels. President 
Harrison bragged tho other day about 
what ho had done towards finding a market 
for the farmers' crop in South America by 
what he called his Reciprocity policy, Tho 
Miller docs not give the require- 
ments of South America, but lumps 
thorn with those of China and tho 
East Indies ; and how muoh of the 
wheat orop of the American farmers 
are theso three countries expected to take? 
Ju3t 20,000,000 bushels. Great Britain 
wants, for herself, 155,000,000 bushels of 
wheat, while the Latin- American Republics 
take a part only of 20,000,000 bushels. Yet 
tho Latin-American countries aro petted 
nnd favored by tho United States, while 
Great Britain is treated as a commorcial 
enemy. It is just possible that our neigh- 
bors will find out, when it is too late, that 
thoy have been pursuing towards Great 
Britain a foolish and short-sighted policy 
as well as an unprincipled one.

A Moncton supplement ia issued with the 
St. John Sun of the 3rd inst. Thissupplcment 
is composed of twelvo pages, all handsomely 
illustrated. Among the illustrations is the 
Post Office and Customs building. This is 
u fino structure, of considerable architec- 
tural pretensions. We venture to say that 
ihero is not so handsome a. public building 
in Victorians this Moncton Pobt Office and 
Custom House. Moncton is a thriving town 
in New Brunswick. Its imports last year 
amounted to $G10,SS3, and it contributed to 
tho revenue S310,(>!)0 as Customs duties. 
Its population is 8,705. Victoria has moro 
than double the population of Monc- 
ton. Its importations were last year 
S.'!,4GG,0!)7, and it paid into the 
Dominion treasury as Customs duties 
the sum of S02S.G78, very nenrly three times 
as much as Moncton. Yet Moncton gets a 
splendid Post Ofiico and Custom House, 
while Victoria must put up with buildings 
mean in appearance aud not affording any- 
thing like I ho accommodation which both 
the services and tho public require. In- 
stances of such glaring partiality as this aro 
not calculated to mako or to keep tho Gor- 
ernment popular in Victoria. It cannot bo 
said that tho Government ia not nwa.ro of 
Victoriu'ii need of hettcr public buildinga, 
Strong representations have been made both 
by its representatives nnd its pre3s, but so 
far with no visible effect, 

THE PROPER ATTITUDE.

Of tho New Board of Trade Building: 
Duly Laid by President 
T. B. Hall. 



A Small But Select Audience Witness 
and Take Part in the 
Ceremony. 



The formulity of laying the corner stone 
of tho new Board of Trado building, on Bas 
tion Square, was disposed of yesterday, in 
the presence of o Eeleot but very much in 
terested littlo party, tho foremost members 
of which were President T. B. Hall, Mr. A. 
C. Flumerfelt, Mr. R. P'. Rithot, Mr. C. E. 
Renouf, all directors of tho Building Asso- 
ciation, and tho activo secretary, both of 
the Board and the Association — Mr. F. El- 
worthy. 

Very few knew that the building was 
sufficiently advanced for the stone, the con- 
tractors having been considerably delayed 
by the non-arrival of material, and so tho 
ceremony was over beforo tho curious crowd 
arrived. In the cavity of the block of Sa- 
turna Island granite were placed a copy of 
tho rules of the B. C. Board of 
Trade Building Association and speci- 
mens of each of tho coins of 
Canada— date 1892. Theso relics will be- 
come possessed of a valuo fur beyond their 
inti ins c worth by the time the rising edi- 
fice becomes u ramshucklo specimen of the 
architecture of other days among tho stately 
blocks of iron und granite that aro to make 
tho Victoria of tho future. 

President Hall yesterday laid the mortar 
with great taste, also with a bright new 
trowel, and, alter the stone had been swung 
into placo by Contractors Dinsdulo and 
Bums, under iho supervision of Architect 
A. M. Muir, Mr. R. P. Rithet trimmed tho 
edges und "trued" the stono in very work- 
munlike fashion. 

Then all parties to tho proceeding ad- 
journed to pledge tho health of the licird of 
Trade, and wish them bucccbs in ull their 
undertakings. 

Tho excavation for the new building was 
not even commenced three months ago; now 
the rear walls of bi ick on stono havo risen 
to the third storey, aud tho finishing touches 
will be put on before tho close of 1802.

A Pleasant Morning With the Ollicers 
of the Visiting Man- 
of-'War.

Tho Dubaurdieu is ono of 
tho old at} le wooden steamships, partially 
armored, and has a tonnage of 4,000. 

She has three cylinder compound engines 
of G2o horao power, and with steam and sail 
is ablo to make about 14 knots per hour. 
She has two torpedo guns, twelve five-inch 
guns, four of aix and a half inches, and other 
long-rungo weapons. Sho has of rank and 
file a ship's company of 500 fighting men, ull 
adepts in tho use of arms as well us in othor 
brunches of the Bervice. The men indi- 
vidually are armed with a very clfectivo 
rifle of Austrian make, anil present the ap- 
pearance of men who not only know their 
duty, hut aro ablo and willing to do it. They 
aro ull ol them lithe, activo and ugile, all well 
aeasonod to their work. Tho vessel obtuiued 
her name from a well known family of 
French naval officers, more than one of 
whom has obtained tho rank of admiral. 
The officer whose flag Bhe bears, Admiral 
Parrayon, scrued during the Crimean war, 
in Kyypt and elsewhere. Many of her 
older ollicers have seen service, and among 
them aro found the wcaiera of numerous 
orders of honor and merit. L'Abbo I'an- 
netier, her chaplain, belongs to the Jesuit 
order, and bus seen long service on boar! 
ship. Both he and tho other officers wero 
anxious to obtain all possible information as 
to the world's current history - matters 
Cunudian having for them special attrac- 
tions—the issues involved in the Manitoba 
achool question being enquired into and dis- 
cuiBed.

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ALASKAN DEVELOPMENT. 



A Kow Company to Cut the Ground 
From Under tho Alaska Com- 
mercial Company. 

Mining and Trapping in tho Yukon 
Country-An Excellent 
Outlook. 



(Special to tho Colomibt.) 

Port Tow.nsknd, Sept. 12.— Tho steamer 
Alico Blanchard, which arrived in port last 
night, briuga news from Alaskan watera of 
a character not heretofore made public. 

Tho Blanchard, commanded by Captain 
Prank Worth, is owned by the Taeoma Na- 
tional Bank and was recently chartered by 
tho North American Trading and Trans- 
portation Company. This company is com- 
posed of Chicago capitalists who are said to 
be able to back their adventures with a 
hundred millions if necosaary. 

Tho names of tho members of tho corpora- 
tion are not generally known, although they 
nro supposed to be men in high official rela- 
tions with tho United States Government. 
Ostensibly 1'. 13. Ware, tho man of elevator 
fame of Chicugo, familiarly known in com- 
mercial circles as "Elevator Ware," is 
head and body of tho powerful 
corporation, which proposes to buck the 
two great Alaskan trading companies which 
havo so long held despotic sway in the old 
Russian province. Cuptaiu John Healey, 
another Chicago capitalist, but who for 
-rears has been engaged in trading upon b is 
own hook in Alaaku, is tho projector of the 
new company. 

Both Ware and Healey aro now in Alaska. 
The former will come down on tho next trip 
of tho Hear, in December, but Healey will 
remain in tho frozen land all winter, guard- 
ing the company's interests. 

"Body and soul are theirs," said Captain 
Worth, of tho Blanchard, to a Colonist 
correspondent, in speaking of tho relation 
of the native Indians to the Alaska Com 
mercial Company. "It is almost impossible 
for anyono else to trada with the Indians, 
excepting the agents of this company. If 
an Indian has u tino skin the Alaska Com- 
mercial Co. is sure to get it. 

"The Alaska Commercial Co. will give 
an Indian more goods in trado for 
a skin worth §'2o than they wo 
give him for f;2f> in hard cash. The trick in 
this is to compel the Indiana to bring all 
their trade to tho company's ports. Thia 
powerful monopoly is what thi new com 
pany proposes to break." 

Tho Alice Blanchard went ns far north ns 
St. MichaelV Inland, which is about GO 
miles north (i the mouth of tho Yukon 
Eivor. There all freights for the Y-ukon 
River are truiiafeuot to Hat-bottomed 
sterr-ivhcel steamers, which ply ou ttiu river 
and are oivncd by tho Alaska Commercial 
Co. Tho nmy company are building a 
steamer hi Sr. Michael's Island; which will 
navigate the Yukon in tho company's pri 
vato interest. Tho new steamer will be 
about the size of the ateamer State of Wash- 
ington. 

St. Michael's Island is a place of consider- 
able historic interent ; a dilapidated rotting 
octagon frame- building marks the once 
stronghold of Russian power. Eight guns 
of ancient make, still standing upon their 
pedestals, and many dismounted guns, still 
remain there as historic land marks. At St. 
Michaol'a Island is a villago of about 
300 people, composed of a fow whites, In- 
dians, Russians and Esquimaux. 

" Forty Mile, heap gold, no ekins ; 
Tunanaw plenty skins, no gold," is the ex- 
pression by which the native geographer 
describes tho resources of the various eec- 
tionB of his country. 

"There will be an unprecedented gold 
rush to that country next year," said (Jap 
tain Worth. 

The country referred to is tho Yukon 
river country. Miners, this year, have 
been getting from $8 to §18 a day. Oce 
miner, from a little pocket from which ho 
dipped up tho gold nuggets with a common 
table spoon, realized §11,000. The dis- 
coveries, this year, have been phenomenal. 

Of course, these are tho fucts which the 
Alaska Commercial compuny are not par- 
ticularly anxious to havo known, and what 
they havo been systematically suppressing 
for sonic timo past. 

The Yukon river is navigable for 300 to 
400 miles from it3 mouth. Along this route 
tho Alaska Commercial Company havo forty 
posts. 

Tlio Indian expression, "Forty* mile, 
heap gold," refers to a point 1G00 miles 
from the mouth of tho river- up the Forty 
mile ereek, where is located the Alaska 
Commercial Co. 's chief post, and where 
ulso, tho new company propose to plant 
their headquarters. The expression, "Tan 
anaw plenty skins," refers to another tri 
butury stream of tho Yukon river, which 
empties into it, at u point about 500 miles 
north of the mouth. 

From thia region coma all of the most 
valuable skins, whereas the chief gold min 
ing district is in the Forly-inilo creek coun- 
try. 

Fully .100 whites will remnin all winter 
on the Yukon, this year, a thing never be- 
fore known in the history of that country, 
but the mining fever is so great that they 
will remain there to bo ready for work as 
loon aa Spring opens. 

Tho town of Anvick, Captain Worth 
thinks, will, some day, bo a great city and 
tho chief trading poiut. It is about .'100 
miles up the Yukon, and very advantage 
musIj situated. 

CROSSING GREENLAND. 

Return of a 'fiavcller Who Made the Journey 
lu Dog Sledges. 

Sr. Jonu'a, Nfld, Sept. 12. — (Special) — 
Steamer Kite has arrived from McCormack 
Harbor, bringing Lieut. Peary, with his 
wife and party. All aro well. Lioutenant 
Penry made a sledgo journey with dogs of 
1,300 mileB over the icey interior of Green- 
land. Ho was out 90 days and returned all 
right on Aug. 14th! Ho made an important 
discovery confirming his theories. Mrs. 
Peary remained at tho winter quarters at 
McCormack Bay, where sho enjoyed excel- 
lent health.

TRAMWAY SERVICE AGAIN. 

Tho Cars will bo Running a Week from 
Thursday. 

President D. W. Higgins, of tho Tram- 
way Company, returned, on Saturday 
night, from the Mainland, where was suc- 
cessful in making arrangementa for the loan 
or leaso of a couple of generators, which 
will servo to temporarily equip the power- 
homo, enable the company to start tho 
ears again and givo a service that will he of 
great couveuicuco during tho busy fair 
week.

A tempor- 
ary water-tight roof will be put over the 
machineiy und will not interfere 
with the carrying on of tho work 
on tho new and substantial building, which 
is to be erected. One generator will givo a 
partial service, and two will supply all tho 
power needed for all the cars und for light. 
President Higgina auid yesterday to a 
Colonist reporter : 

" During the fair, wo hopo to bo able to 
givo u service of four cars to the hour on 
Port street, and one car every hour on tho 
E-quimult run. Although our arrange- 
ments uro under wuy, I uni not yot in a 
position to spoak with accuracy about what 
wo will do until we get the generators here. 
During tho interval that Iiuh elapsed since 
the tire, we have had all our cars thor- 
oughly ovci hauled aud repaired, some of 
them repainted and generally fixed up. 
Our feed wiro has also been so strengthened 
that, at Oak Bay, for instance, wo shall 
havo almost aa much power as at the power 
house, and, generally, wo will be in u posi- 
tion to give a first-class servico."

Consul Myers yeaterday received a pro 
gramme of the ceremonies attending tho 
dedication of tho Columbian Exposition at 
Chicago, which will tako place October 20-

his cabinet and other distinguished guests, 
at the Auditorium. After tho close of tho 
ceremonies on each of the three succeeding 
evenings, there will bo magnificent pyro 
technic displays. 

Tho firBt day will witness an imposing 
procession, indicative of peace, contentment 
und prosperity, participated in by civic 
organizations, which will he reviewed by 
tho President of the United States, his 
cabinet, the congress, aud other honored 
guests. 

In tho evening, at Jackson Park, amid 
myriads of electric lights and other displays, 
a water pageant, "Tho Procession of tho 
Centuries," will move through tho beautiful 
water-ways of the Exposition grounds, 
illustratiug with beauty and historic ac- 
curacy some of the great facts of history 
connected with the discovery of America. 

Tho National salute at sunrise will inaug- 
urate the cerenioniea of Dedication Day, 
Friday, October 21. Tho President of the 
United States, his Cabinet, members of the 
Supreme Court, members of tho Senate nod 
House of Representatives, distinguished 
foreign guesta und governors of the different 
states and territories with their official 
Btuffs, will be escorted by a guard of honor 
composed of troops of the United States 
army, detachments of tho United States 
naval forces and regiments from the various 
stato National Guards, to tho Manufactures 
und Lihoral Arts building, in which tho 
dedicatory exercises will be held. 

At 1 o'clock in ihe afternoon in this build- 
ing a dedicatory progrummo will be carried 
out under the direction of tho Directur- 
Generals.

HOARD OF HEALTH OF THE PROVINCE 

OF QUEBEC. 
To the Mayor and Municipal Councillors: 

As Cholera has been, since a few days, moro 
nnd moro imminent, and may broad out at any 
moment in our midst, it becomes a pressing 
duty to protect ourselves and to tako, in men 
municipality, thono measures which will pro 
vent its spreading in the Province with its 
uhual devastation. 

'I'hn present Circular will Indicate to your 
Municipal council and its local Board or 
Health, what preventlvo measures must im- 
mediately bo taken to protect jourlellow- 
Citizens from tho dreaded ditease. Tho law 
Hives you nil necessary powois to insure tho 
sullleiunt protection of your municipality, and 
It is j our duty to use them In tho intuioot of 
tne whole community. 

PRELIMINARY PRECAUTIONS AGAINST CHOLERA. 

1. Havo your Hoard of Health in readiness 
to enforce tlio execution of our by-laws; ap- 
po nt a reliublo Health Otllcei— preferably u 
physician, if there is one re.-idlng within tho 
municipality— und lot him and the Local Uo»id 
exotcise utiict surveillance over the who o 
municipality, so as to bo able to net at the first 
occurrence of tho disease. In thus organizing 
your defence in advance, j ou will not bo em- 
barrasscd in a case of emergency. 

Your loo. 1 Board must meet, at least, once a 
wick, and even moro frequently, it necessary, 
to study tno s .nitary condition or your munici- 
pality and see to tliu execution of tho measures 
hereafter described. 

2. Havo tlie water examined, nnd seo that 
every family be supplied with pure unpolluted 
water; remedy to > all possible cause of pullu- 
tion, tuid being of espcclully great imp'iiian< o 
when Cliolei a ii about. Cause all susp' clous 
wells to bu emptied, cleansed and disinfected 
with lime, und ordertnu lining up ot nil wells 
tn too cioso proximity to stable or privy-pits, 
if water works exist in your municipality , sec 
that all tlioac who cannot pay for their water 
be supplied at tlio expense of tho municipal 
corporation, at all events curing tho preval- 
ence of cholera, so that each family will have 
pure water. 

;s. Jluvu an Inspection made of all dwellings, 
cellars, dependencies, yards, alleys stnbi s, und 
other buildings, .drains, sewers, gu ters, siuk j , 
and p. ivy-pits, in short, ot any place or tiling 
which may, ny its unsanitary condition or 
faulty construction, becomo ii j uricus to health. 
These piaci s must immediately be rendered 
Ilea thy, so that nil wnut is liable to becon 
brciding plucus for Cholera genua iuuy dis- 
appear. 

Consequently, you must aseertaio that all 
cellaib, y ardB, alleys, stables and other depen 
deiolos bo thoroughly cle nsed and kent clean, 
that tilth of any kind bo burnt or removed and 
buriid. Every day, kitchen and ot or rcfusti 
must bo likewise burnt,, or collected lu a box to 
bo removed, and lis contents buried, in order 
that nn decomposing matter may icmaiu near 
dwellings. 

0. der h11 manure to bo removed from th 
vicinity of tho house, nil drains and sowers to 
bo put into perf ct condition and privy-pits to 
bo emptied and disinfected. 

Btngoaut pools of water and street ditches 
containing liquids in putrefaction or Buwugo 
muot receive your careful attention. Ifpusai- 
blo to fill up, tho po. ls must bo rendered us 
healthy as possiblo by drainago or disinfection. 
Street ditches uiubI be cleansed, especially in 
towns and villas s. and the draining into Hum 
of slops, urine, und particularly lho lontcnts 
of privies, must bu stopped, 

1. Huveun inspection mnoo of all markets, 
factjiies. and cemeteries in your municipality. 

Ascertain, every day, through your inspec- 
tor, that no animal or vegetable rel u-u i eniuins 
lnbldo or outside markets. O dor uny euch re- 
fuse to bo burnt or buried. Have the meats, 
vegetables, and fruits offered for sale exam- 
ined, and, if found to be unsound and danger- 
ous, have them confiscated and destroyed. 

Enforce ihu observance of tho sanitary re- 
quirements of the laws rcspojting factories und 
workshops No dirt or refuse must bu reloc- 
ated inside or outside the buddings , tho privies 
must be kept in a perfect coudill in ; there 
Bhouldbono overcrowding and no accumula- 
tion of manufacture i go ds. in oulor that oc- 
cupants may havo all ..vailablu breathing air. 

Hcc that ceuieteiies be in sueb a condition ns 
will urevent their becoming a source of infec- 
tion tu the neighborhood, and, above all, let 
them nut contaminate, by their drainage, any 
well or other eourcu of drinking water. 

6. In order that all those preventive mcns- 
ares. although preliminary, yet so important, 
bo ceutcieiitiously and effectually executcd.it 
is necessary for your Health Ullieet- to person- 
ally visit eacli houso and working establish- 
ment, and give lho instructions . ceded in eueii 
place for tlio guidance ot tnote living or work- 
ing tboro, so that, knowing what is expected 
ot them, they may act accordingly. Give your 
caiclui attention to everything, and sutler no 
negligence from anyone in the performance of 
their duties. 



1. Ins'itute an active survelllanco so ns to be 
able to di cover and control any doubtful or 
gonuinb cuso of Cholera. Bring before the 
Courts Of Justice those neglecting to give you 
the notification required by law. 

%, Noilly tins board immediately, by tele- 
gram, it possible, thould any case occur lu yuur 
municipality. 

3. Placard Immediately infected premises. 

4. See that, whenever it is possible, cholera 
patients be Immediately removed to tho Isola- 
tion hospital, if there is ono. it would bo most 
desirable for your municipality to havo a 
special building, shed, or tent (barns havo 
sometimes been used with advantage) fortliu 
isolation of the sick. The number of Inlecled 
places in tlio locality can then bo greatly re- 
duced. 

5. .Superintend tho immediate quarantine of 
tliu house and inmates and lho lot upon Mliich 
it is si. tinted. Place a guardian nour i lie bouse 
to do the outsido service, and sec thnr, quaran- 
tine bo continued until ton complete duysafter 
tho disinfection of tho premises. 

fi. Provide an ambulance or carringo for the 
exclusive conveyance of Infected patients to 
tho isolation hospital, ns also hearses or carri- 
ages to be used only for tho transportation of 
corpses. These carriages shull be disiuieoted 
after each uso. 

7. Supeiintend personally, or through your 
Health Olllcer or olhor qualified poison 
specially appointed for tlio purpose, the disin- 
fection of infected houses and contents, tielr 
dependencies, stables (evacuations may have 
been thiown there), ambulances or carriages. 
Such disinfections are to be mado according to 
tho methods doscribed lu tho by-laws ot our 
Hoaid. 

8. Provide suitnblo shelter for families who 
havo to leavo their houses during the disin- 
fection. 

9. Superintend tho romovnl and interment, 
ofinfe ted corpses and allow no ono lo attend 
tho funoraloxcopt the clergyman, a member of 
tho family, the person removing the body, and 
tho giavedlgger. 

10. Disoourago public meetings and assem- 
blies and generally any lurgo congregation o 
Individuals. 1

Such aro biieily tlio preventlvo measures 
which you must take In tho Interest of all those 
sntrustod to your euro, nnd to whom y ou are in 
lnw bound to give all possible promotion. 
Thero is no dllllcully whatever lo bu met With 
in carrying out tho ..bovu proscribed measures 
which itls your duty to execute. \'ou havo 



only to sff to \sork firmly and at onco, being 
convinced that the means offered tj you aro 
tho only on s by which you can provf nt Hiid 
fight Cholera, nnd that there is not a moment 
to tie lost if you disire to protect your municl 
pallty promptly and efficiently. 

Therefore, the Bonrd of Health of the Pro 
vinco hopes that, under the circumstances, you 
will do Tour duty with courage i;yd resolution, 
find that nothing will bo n6£Ioclod n>" ;ou to 
help in averting lho threatened danger Alio 
keeping hacK tho common foo, if possiblo, or in 
fighting with energy ngainstlt if It comes 
amongbt us. Every family in your municipality 
relies upon your zeal nnd activity for 111 pro- 
tection, and it is your dul y to act bo as to Im- 
press upnn the mind of the whnlo community 
that i onfldencn and security which Is so useful 
and necessary dm ing an opidemic. 
Wo have tho honor lo bo, 
Your obelrtontsoivnts.

(Instructions to Families.) 

precautions against cholera. 

Avoid hardships and exhaustion. 

Avoid excesses in every form, nnd bo par- 
ticularly moderate In drinking and eating. 

Avoid unripe or unsound fiuite; beverages of 
inferior quality ; uncooked or underdono food, 
especially vegetables. 

Avoid dampness und chills, iced food and 
drinks. 

Avoid usolessly attending public assemblies. 

Hee that your drinking water bu pure. Hoil 
it If y i. u doubt its purity; this Bhould ulways 
bo dene with well water, it is well ulso to ul- 
w-.ys boll tlio ml k. especially as it is often 
adulterated with water. 

Have your focd ulways of good quality, 
sound and will cooked. 

Pay a great uttcntion to personal cleanliness 
and ulso lo that of y our clot hiug. 

Your houso, from cellar to garret, must be 
kept scrupulously clean, especially tho collar, 
which is most generally neglected. Uivo free 
entrance to air light and sun, ror they arc tlie 
best means of milking a bouse healthy. 

Bo particular that tlio suit around your houso 
is not contaminated by stagnant pools of water 
or unlmai and vegetable reiusc Remove from 
tho vicinity of your houso all rubbish in stato 
of decomposition. Hum all filth and reiusc, or 
have tbein removed and buried. 

Empty, clo m and disinfect all what may bo 
Boiled lu your houso or in its vicinity: cesspools, 
privy pits, water-closets, sinks, drains, gutters, 
manure hexes, stables, and other dependencies. 
An excellent practice would bo 10 lime-wash 
tho walls und ceilings of lho cellars, stables, 
and other dependencies. 

Have all defective drains renewed orrepnired. 

All the preventive measures against cholera 
nro outlined in tho following axiom: Live 
healthily in a healthy home. 

If there is, in tliu municipality, nn isolation 
hospital, house or lent, it Is most advisable to 
remove the pa' lent to it. Tho quarantine of 
y our houso is thus shortened, us also! the 
exposure of your family, the disinfection of tlio 
houso being ihen mado immediately after tho 
removal of the patient- 

If tho patient is not removed to tho Isolation 
hospital, houso or tent, have your houso 
placarded, and iso:ato immediately tho patient 
With t is nurse in a Beparoto room, from which 
curtains, carnets and needless furniture havo 
been removed und into which ti.o physician 
aud clergyman only shall bo admitted. 

All otner members of the household must 
remain quarantined on tho premises until dis- 
infection is mauo, that is to say: Bliall nor, 
leavo lho let upon whti h the houso is Bituatid 
or putlhemsclveslncommunlcatlon withpeoplo 
outside, except with the guardian in attend- 
ance at tho door, who will do the outsido Btr- 
vice for tlie Inmates. 

Doubtful cases ot Cholera should bo treated 
aB genuine cases, 

When Cholera is about, looseness of tho 
bowels should never bo overlooked, uu dinr- 
l ine i either predisposes individuals lo Cholera 
or is tho first symptom of t liu ism itself Thus, 
especially if there uro cases of Cholera in ihe 
vicinity, the slightest atluck of diarrhoea must 
bo attouded to ut once. 

DISINFECTION. 

The principal disinfectants nro tho follow- 
ing : 

1. Fire. 

2. Steam. 

3 Boil-ng water. 

i. Bichloride ot mercury; two drachms in a 
gallon of water. 

S. Carbolic acid ; four ounces In a gallon of 
water. 

(j. Milk of limo, which is prepared as follows: 

Sprinkle gradually quick lime of good qual- 
ity with one hnlf its weight of wu cr; diluto 
tlio pjwder so ohtuined wit h twice ilavu.uuie 
of water. Iveep in a carefully dosed vessel. 

7. Chlorldu ot limo in powder ur in solution— 
six ouni es In a g .lion ot water. 

S. Sulphurous acid by burning three pounds 
of sulphur fO' ench 1.0BJ cubic f^et of space. 

'1 h i above disinfectants only at e recommend- 
ed by the Bourn of Henllh of the Provii.co, 
aud it is in your Interest not to put too much 
con Allelic" In the oo called d sinfectauts of tho 
trade, most of them being moiety deodorir.ers. 

Disinfectants no. a anu No. 8 nre used only in 
the general di-infoetion of the house and Its con- 
tents, which disinfection must ulwiiy s bo miidc 
ui. dec tho supervision ofilio local Hoard of 
Health of tliu municipality. 

Is considered infected by cholera : Whatever 
has hern s. iled by the stools the v> mit or ur- 
ine of choleric patient, Whatever has remained 
in the patient's room or lies been in ountttet 
with his clothing ot anything that has beou 
used by htm. 

METHODS OF DISINFECTION. 

Disinfect Immediately every thing coming out 
from the patient's room. 

Crockery nnd utensils must bo washed in 
boiling wutor, Rem litis of food, together with 
rugs or linen, If of little value, which huvu 
been Ubeil by lho patient, must bo burned. 

Underc othln-r, sheets, towels, Buitid or not. 
by tlio ova uulions, must, in tliu room, bo put 
Into a tub containing solution No. 4 or No. 4. 
to stucp tboieln furs hours, and then be washed 
In bolting water. 

The evacuations of the patient (v omits, stools 
and urine), must bo received in a vos J el one- 
thiid full of one of the solutions No. -I, No. 5, or 
No. t*. and Immediately thrown inio tne water- 
closets or privies. It is most important that 
tnoso evueu uiuns bedisinfected for they, mole 
than anythii g else, contain the Choleni poison. 
Ah lung us the dis asu exists, water-closets end 
privy-pits must be daily disiiiLctid with solu- 
tion No. J, ii, or No U. 

To disinfect themselves, persons must wash 
the « holes ot their bodies with a solution of car- 
bolic acid : two ounces In a gallon of water. 
The nurse shall olt n wash his hands with the 
same solution, particularly before eating, and 
f. equently rinse his mouth wit h a soniii >u of 
carbolic acid : one ounce in a gallon of w.itor. 

To purify nny place. Hint has been sol ed by 
filth o i efuse, etc., sprinkle with solutiun No. 
i. No. 5, or No, fl. 

The body of a person who hnG died from Chol- 
era must bo wrapped in a Bhu- 1 saturated 
with solution No. 1 or No. 5, unci put in a colllu 
with 'J pounds of chlorido of lime. Tlie body 
must remain completely 1 ohiteu in lho room 
and be Interred within - ji hours after death. 

No ono is allowed to attend the funeral or 
burial except tho clergyman one member of 
tho family, the person removing tho body to 
tho cemetery, and the grnvedigger. 

Every vehicle used in transporting such 
body together with tho outside garments of the 
persons whu hive dressed or buiied lr, must bu 
immediately disinfected under tho direction of 
the local Hoard of Health. 

Af.ertho dentil or recovery of tho patient, 
your houso, a 1 lho Inmates aud effects con- 
tained therein, must bo disinfected under the 
direction of tho local Hoard of Health anil 
according to Hi - regulations of the Hoard of 
Health of tho Province. 

Tho quarantine of your houso shall not bo 
rais fl until 10 completo days after its disiu- 
ti i tion. 

For other information which you may need, 
apply to the Health Olllcer or Secrelury- 
Ti ciiBuror of your municipality. 

Make it your special duty, in your interest 
ns well us in the Interest of tliu wholo com- 
munity, to B'rictly follow the instructions 
which uro givon cut lo you, nod to help, by 
your co-operation, the wont of tho eanitaiy 
uul horitles. 

The Bymptomsof cholora aro diarrheal, tho 
discharges si - jcesslvely showing lho rice walor 
chaineturistics vomiting, cranipB, oxhauaUon 
and fall of the tomporuturu (algid stage).

GERMAN POLITICS. 

• •lalon of llerr Yon Volraar, Leader of the 
South Uorman Soclul Democrats. 

Munich, Sept. 12.— The correspondent of 
tho United Press returned yesterday from 
Solensascs, in tho Bavarian Alps, whore be 
interviewed Herr Von Vollmar, leader of tho 
South German social democrats. Herr Von 
Vollmar has probably tho largest personal 
following of all the men at present in Ge 
man politics. He is a conservative socialist, 
and be has added recently to bis popularity 
by snapping his lingers nt Liebkueoht, the 
leader of tho national Bocial democratic 
party. He admits that Bismarck is a great 
man, but tho people have no reusou for his 
downfall. Bismarck's plan is to bring 
about Cuprivi's downfall und put in Count 
VValderseo as Chancellor, with Count Uorbert 
Bismarck in the Foreign Office. Volmar has 
no doubt that Bismarck's party will not rest 
until they accomplish their purpoBO by hook 
or by crouk. As regards the pluco of Ba- 
varia within the empire, Vollmar ridiculed 
tho idea prevalent in foreign countries that 
some day tho German empire will fall to 
pieces and that tho muuy kingdoms and 
duchies will again become absolutely inde- 
pendent states. Such a tiling Vollmar de- 
clares to bo an absolute impossibility. Voll- 
mar thinks that if a social democratic gov- 
ernment should bo established iu Germany, 
there would bo a readjustment of the small 
middle German states which had no right 
to existence, he said. He, however, de- 
clared as his opinion that a violent revolu- 
tion in Germany had not tho faintest chance 
of success and his parly did not dream of 
embarking in such a hopeloss and suicidal 
venture.
